Best 3-year-old sprinter at the current 
Longacres meeting is Best Success. a colt 
by Succession—Lo. by St. James. He won 
the 515-furlong William E. Boeing Stakes 
on June 25, setting a new track record. 
then came back to beat older horses in the 
6-furlong Speed Handicap on July 24. 
Best. Success has the hereditary back- 
ground of a successful sprinter. but he has 
certain environmental preferences not 
directly traceable to his ancestry. The 
following report. somewhat after the style 
of the New Yorker's man Stanley. was 
furnished by Longacres’ able publicity 
director. Pete Pederson: 

“Last spring he was hard to handle. 
sullen in action. Groom in tack room 
next door got television set. Cut hole in 
wall so he could check on Best Success. 
Horse watched television. liked it. even 
the late-late show. Would stand for hours 
watching it. Was always peeking through 
the hole. waiting. when groom showed up 
in the evening. Would let groom know 
that he wanted the set turned on. Trainer 
Cecil Jolly says horse has settled down 
considerably. Credits television with an 
assist. 


54 Consecutive Victories 


Puerto Rico’s current: version of the 
wonder horse is Camarero. 4-year-old 
colt which has won 54 successive races on 
the island. equaling the record set by the 
Hungarian mare Kincsem. which won 54 
consecutive races in the 1880°s. Since 
none of his Puerto Rican opponents have 
been able to extend him recently. Camarero 
is expected to establish a new record in 
his next start. some time in August. 

Foaled in Puerto Rico, Camarero is 
owned by Juan Coll Vidal. San Juan 
newspaper man. who with his brother owns 
a stable of about 30 horses. Camarero’s 
earnings are slightly more than $30.000. 

A slight horse (14 hands. 750 pounds). 
Camarero handles sprints and middle 
distances with equal ease. His range ex- 
tends from 5 furlongs to 11, miles. He 
now is in a no-man’s land. according to 
his owner—too good for Puerto Rico. not 
good enough -for the U. S. 

Both of Camarero’s parents were bred 
and raced in the U. S. Thirteen. his sire. 
foaled in 1942. was unplaced in 3. starts 
at 2 and 3. won twice and was second 
twice in 5 starts at 4. He won a maiden 
race at Jamaica and a $10.000 claiming 
race at Belmont Park. finished second in 
a $10.000 claiming race and an allowance 
race. Flint Maid. Camarero’s dam. also 
foaled in 1942. was unplaced in 6 starts 
at 2 and 3. As a 4-year-old she started 
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37 times. won once (a $1.500 claiming race 
at Monmouth Park). finished second 5 
times. third 3 times.

Action While You Wait 


Several of Monmouth Park’s sea-going 
customers didn’t make it to the track on 
August 4. A few minutes before the ex- 
cursion steamer Peter Stuyvesant was 
scheduled to dock near the track New 
Jersey state and Monmouth county police 
arrested 8 passengers on charges of 
illegal gambling. 

The New Jersey officers boarded the 
Stuyvesant. which makes a daily excur- 
sion frem New York City to Monmouth 
Park during the racing season, at 42nd 
Street in Manhattan. The officers soon 
located a “good-sized card game” in one 
of the companionways leading to the 
upper deck. They observed the game 
until the ship entered New Jersey waters. 
then announced the arrests. 

State Police Capt. John Doyle said the 
game had 3 or 4 “operators.” that the 
“pot” contained from $80 to $100 at all 
times. but that the police were able to 
confiscate only $7.

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THE HALLMARK OF YESTERYEAR 


[° you asked an old-time racing writer what was 
the most sporting race in North America, he 
would answer, before you had time to start listen- 
ing—the Saratoga Special. It was difficult for him 
to write a paragraph about the Special without 
describing it in that fashion, and it would have 
been so described in print still more often but for 
the fact that we have been deleting it from other 
writers’ copy for the last 27 years. 

If writers who were older, and knew more about 
racing than we did, wanted to call the Saratoga 
Special the most sporting race in America, perhaps 
we should have been less high-handed with the 
copy-reading pencil. We had no fault to find with 
the Special; it was a very good race indeed. On the 
other hand, calling it the most sporting race in 
America left the implication that there was consider- 
ably less sportsmanship involved in competing for a 
purse which included some of the track’s money. 

The Saratoga Special is unique among American 
Thoroughbred races in that the purse is made up 
entirely of stakes put up by the owners, the track 
adding nothing but a trophy. The roster of its 
winners and placed horses includes an amazing list 
of top-class horses. But the race was inaugurated 
in 1901, and today it is an anachronistic hold-over 
from the past. The Pimlico Special and the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International, in which the tracks put 
up all the money and the owners none, are more in 
keeping with modern reality. 

For many years the most important races in 
New York had purses derived, in the main, from 
payments made by owners. This’ was a matter of 
necessity until the legalization of mutuel betting in 
the state, and it is again almost a matter of necessity 
in some cases, by reason of excessive taxation of the 
mutuel pools. 

Other racing areas now hold a financial advant- 
age over the tracks in New York, and presumably 
they will continue to do so, since the Greater New 
York Association is being set up on the “first 
premise” that the state will never reduce the 11 per 
cent tax which, in the midst of otherwise prosperous 
conditions, has brought about a steady decline in 
New York’s racing attendance and betting in the 
last 3 years. 
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It is unfortunate, in view of the tremendous 
differences in economic conditions, that several of 
the most important tracks have reverted to New 
York’s 19th-century pattern of seeking prestige for 
certain races through the collection of huge sums in 
nomination fees and other payments. Two of these 
races, both instituted within the last few years, 
have been called, in turn, “the richest race in the 
world.” They were the richest by reason of the fact 
that, for owners, they were the most expensive in 
the world. 


Whenever the owners of race horses spend more 
than $100,000—or more than $50,000—of their own 
money for the privilege of eligibility to a race with 
$100,000 added by the track, they are subsidizing a 
contest which could stand very well without such 
extravagant subsidy. The track which offers such 
a colossus of a race would be doing owners a favor by 
making it somewhat less colossal. 


John de Blois Wack, in last week’s issue of The 
Blood-Horse and in the current issue, argues cogent- 
ly, and in very good humor, the owner’s case against 
early-closing stakes, which he defines arbitrarily as 
stakes closing more than 3 months before the run- 
ning. His argument, which we hope will receive 
close attention, we would underline with one addi- 
tional comment. 


In the days before the income tax there were 
numerous owners who could afford to lose money in 
racing for many years in succession. Today the 
continued participation of nearly all owners is depen- 
dent upon their showing at least an occasional year 
of profit. If race tracks wish to “keep the right 
kind of people owning horses,” as the venerable 
James Fitzsimmons has advised, they will make it 
a policy henceforth to create no new early-closing 
stakes with multiple payments designed to attract 
the largest possible contributions from owners. 

The early-closing race with a huge gross value 
contributed mostly by owners was once a hallmark 
of class; now it is a hallmark of yesteryear. Today 
it serves no purpose except the rather vulgar one of 
advertising a specious value. To owners as a group, 
the added money represents earnings, the stakes 
represent expense. 
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The Skyward Market 


The first 2 of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s 5 sessions of yearlings sales at 
Saratoga Springs this week were enough 
to reveal that bidders were competing in 
a market which was. at the least. as strong 
as that which had established a new 
record average of $11.167 at Keeneland 2 
weeks earlier. The 95 yearlings sold the 
first 2 nights brought $758.700. average 
$7,986, and the remainder of the sale, if 
the usual pattern were followed. would 
raise the general average well above that 
of last year, and probably above Saratoga’s 
record average of $8,350 in 1953. 


The 1954 auctions at Saratoga were in 
6 sessions, and included a consignment 
from the Aga Khan. whose American 
contingent of yearlings this year was sold 
privately to Ralph Lowe earlier in the 
year. The 5 sessions this year include 
nothing from the Aga Khan’s European 
studs. On the other hand, it is unlikely 
that the average for any night will fall 
as low as the averages for the first 3 
sessions in 1954. 


Aside from the Aga Khan’s consignment. 
which included colts at $75.000 and $43.- 
000. the highest prices at Saratoga last 
year were for 2 colts at $40.000 each. In 
the first 2 sessions this week the top 
prices were $41,000 and $40.000. and 7 
other yearlings sold for $20.000 or more. 
Ten per cent of last year’s Saratoga year- 
lings could have been purchased for $1.- 
600 or less; in the first 2 sessions this 
year only 2. at $1.700 each. sold for less 
than $2.000.

Old-timers with long memories of Sara- 
toga could recall no year in which pros- 
pective buyers had shown greater interest 
in the yearling auctions. As early as Fri- 
day morning they were going over all the

entries available for inspection, and the 
number of “lookers” appeared to be the 
largest ever. Only about 75 turned out for 
Saratoga’s first special preview on Sun- 
day afternoon, and only about 40 yearlings 
were shown, but the small attendance was 
caused by heavy rain rather than by lack 
of interest. The rain broke the oppressive 
heat spell, and at the ringside Monday 
night women were wearing furs. 

Bidding at the first session was in line 
with the exceptional demand which had 
developed at Keeneland 2 weeks earlier. 
The 48 yearlings sold brought an even 
$400,000, average $8.333. Largest con- 
signments were those of the Matt Winn 
Williamson-Frank C. Bishop partnership 
and Jonabell Stables, both of which had 
averages substantially higher than last 
year. 

Five yearlings went for $20.000 or more. 
the highest price of the evening being 
the $25,000 paid by F. Ambrose Clark 
for Rolling Plains Stable’s (Mrs. Joseph 
Walker Jr.’s) colt by Polynesian out of 
Skimmer, sister to 2 stakes winners. A 
Citation—Rytina_ colt which probably 
would have brought an even higher price 
for this consignment was withdrawn from 
the sale because of a knee injury incurred 
in an accident at the farm. 

Jonabell Stables’ Better Self—Vinina 
colt came into the ring with a slightly filled 
knee, the result of an accident on the 
morning of the sale. He was offered with 
a reserve bid of $5,000, and though a 
veterinary certificate attested the tempo- 
rary nature of the damage, the colt was not 
sold.

Appraisal by Koester 


Det Mar. Probably the outstanding 
authority on yearlings in California is Col. 
F. W. Koester, newly appointed general 
manager of the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. One of his pleasant 
duties each spring is to visit some 200 
Thoroughbred ranches in the state, and he 
has just completed his travels, checking 
on yearlings nominated for the CTB sales. 

With the annual sales coming on August 
29-30 at Del Mar, Colonel Koester is a 
busy man, but he took time out to make an 
estimate of this year’s crop, and a run- 
down on some of the yearlings that im- 
pressed him. 

“The important thing,” he said, “is 
the excellent average of the crop. This 
year we have been able to practice even 
closer selection than last year. Of 214 
yearlings originally nominated, only 102 
were finally selected and even this figure, 
in itself, does not indicate how rigid the 
culling was. The breeders did much of it 
on their own hook before sending in their 
nominations. As a result, we had a better 
greap to start with. 

“I believe this crop is the best we have 
had by a considerable margin, and I say 
that without reservation and with full 
realization that we had a wonderful group 
of yearlings last year that broke all sales 
records. Since then they have been per- 
forming consistently and splendidly at the 
track. 


Reasons for Improvement 
“We hope, of course, to come up with 
a Swaps—or something similar—from one 


of our sales groups, and if we can keep our 
general average high and steadily improv- 
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ing— who knows? Maybe, we will. Mean- 
while, our immediate aim is to provide 
good, solid racing prospects, properly pre- 
pared and_ suitably presented which 
patrons of our sale can buy with con- 
fidence. I believe we have such a crop 
lined up for Del Mar.” 

In the Colonel’s estimation, the improve- 
ment in California-bred yearlings in recent 
years is the result of improved know-how 
at all levels. He believes matings are 
chosen more intelligently, that yearlings 
stem from better parents, and that they 
are being produced on better farms by 
more competent personnel working with 
better equipment. 

“Splendid individuals, however in- 
telligently raised, do not provide all the 
essentials for good racing prospects.” 
Colonel Koester said. “Solid bloodlines 


borne by immediate antecedents which 


have both performed and produced well

must be present. We have those in our 
current yearlings to an extent never 
previously found in any public sale con- 
ducted in California. 

“Yearlings by *Alibhai, Count Fleet, 
*Khaled, *Noor, and Olympia—to mention 
only a few—would look good in anybody’s 
catalogue. And a quick rundown on the 
dams will disclose many that produced not 
only well, but brilliantly. 

“Off-hand, I can’t recall the dam of any 
California sales yearlings with such 
credentials as the Bois Roussel mare 
*Bebe.. dam of *Calstone. which has a 
*Khaled yearling—and a good one, 
too—to be sold by E. M. Goemans’ 
Curragh Stock Farm. 

“Tl bet a lot of those who sat on their 
hands when we sold Your Host’s first crop 
last year would like to have another chance 
at them. The get of All Blue, *Windy 
City II, *Big Dipper II, Bullfighter, 
Admiral Lea, and other new sires might 
be equally attractive.”

—topped last summer’s sale at $31,000. 
The Colonel said that this colt “may be 
better than his half-brother.” He also 
liked a colt by *Noor out of Mere Polly, 
by Man o’ War. whose sister sold for $16,- 
000 at Keeneland last summer. 

Colonel Koester has been around horses 
most of his life. He served as an officer 
in the cavalry from the time he was com- 
missioned in 1917 until his retirement in 
1947. He served in the Philippines, along 
the Mexican border, on the staff of the U. 
S. Cavalry School at Fort Riley, Kansas, 
and in command of the Army Remount 
Service for western states. He is the 
originator of the lip-tattoo system of 
identification, which first was used by the 
Cavalry and later adopted by the TRPB. 
It has been used to identify 47,000 race 
horses. 

In recent years Colonel Koester has 
served as field representative for the Cali- 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
and for the last 3 years also has been a 
placing judge at Santa Anita Park. He 
will continue to fill both posts in addition 
to his new job as general manager of the 
CTBA. Rosert HEBERT 


Foreign-Bred Yearlings 


Immediately after the 1955 Keeneland 
summer sales, the board of directors of 
the Breeders’ Sales Company announced 
a new policy regarding foreign-bred year- 
lings: 

“No foreign-bred yearling may be sold 
in future summer sales unless such year- 
ling was purchased by the consignor at 
the foot of and with the dam, or in utero. 

“This ruling does not apply to those 
consignors or contract holders who own 
and breed broodmares outside the limits 
of the United States.”

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


NEW YORK 
Red-Hot and Blue 


SARATOGA SPRINGS. Saratoga’s open- 
ing week of racing floundered in the midst 
of oppresive heat. There was a sickening 
plunge in both attendance and_ betting, 
climaxed when only 16.778 appeared on 
the first Saturday of the 4-week meeting. 
This was the smallest crowd to attend 
on a week-end since the sport returned 
upstate after World War Il. and it was 
only the third time in 10 years that the 
gate at a New York track was less than 
20.000 on a Saturday. Even pessimists 
agreed that Saratoga would have a turn 
for the better. 

The balance sheet at the end of the first 
6 days showed that the attendance had 
fallen from 80.320 to 69.083. a drop of 
nearly 14 per cent, and the betting had 
decreased from $4,907.247 in 1954's first 
week to $4,246,231, a drop of slightly more 
than 13 per cent. The similarity of the 
downward curve in both departments 
indicated that the most venerable of 
American race tracks would have fared 
better with better weather. 

The only thing comparable with the 
heat was the success of the C. V. Whitney 
stable. It sent out horses for 14 of the 
first 48 races and wound up with 6 wins, 
3 seconds and a pair of thirds. It was 
the best training job Syl Veitch has done 
since a year ago at Saratoga when he won 
8 races in the first week and went on to 
rack up 11 more before the session was 
completed. 

The pattern was established in the 
second race opening day, when the first 
horse to carry the famous light blue silks, 
Career Boy, won from a field of maidens. 
The Whitney racing account increased by 
$35.075 during the week, and almost half 
of that came with Career Boy’s second 
win of the week, in the U. S. Hotel Stakes. 
Competing against 9 other juveniles, 
Career Boy showed courage in overcoming 
early trouble running strongly 
through the stretch, inside of the leaders. 
With half of the 6 furlongs gone, Career 
Boy had all but one of the field ahead of 
him. and it was not until the last 2 strides 
that he was able to pass Canadian Champ 
and stablemate Head Man. 

Career Boy is a home-bred Phalanx 
colt with all the heart shown by Fisher- 
man, which has the same general breed- 
ing. Fisherman, by the way, is still tak- 
ing it easy after suffering a linear fracture 
in his ankle and is enjoying his leisure on 
Long Island. 

The actual feature of the Saturday card 
should have been the $25.000 Whitney 
Stakes. but only 3 were entered. The 
association took back its $1.250 fourth- 
place prize, making it a $23.750-added 
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event, and received permission to run the 
9-furlong stakes as a “special event” with 
no wagering. 

Actually the Whitney turned out to be 
an excellent race. Brookmeade Stable’s 
First Aid wound up a neck ahead of 
Greentree’s Diving Board, with the other 
starter. Foxcatcher Farm’s Chevation, 9 
lengths back. First Aid provided Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane with her second score 
in the race. Caesars Ghost having won in 
the royal blue and white silks back in 
1933. 

Nashua’s Training 


Saratoga’s gracious custom of having 
breakfast on the chub house terrace draws 
many visitors who would otherwise never 
see this portion of the racing scene. It 
also affords a frequent close-up view of 
some of the champions that the public 
ordinarily sees only about once a month. 
This year the visitors’ principal interest is 
in’ Nashua’s exercise in preparation for 
the meeting with Swaps at the end of 
the month. 

A few turns around the white birch trees 
and benches which form the starting place 
for all Fitzsimmons-trained horses on their 
way to a race precede Nashua’s appearance 
on the main track. Three-mile gallops 
with the husky Bill McCleary in the irons 
are routine but last week saw Nashua start 
the strenuous musle-building which will 
lead to Washington Park. 

As Nashua went on to the track, about 
9:30 a. m.. he was followed at a 50-yard 
spacing by “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons. 
“Can’t keep up with him, so I don’t even 
try.” said Mr. Fitz as he walked along 
in his bent-over fashion. which is accentu- 
ated by the crutch he‘uses as a “third leg.” 
Mr. Fitz went up the flight of stairs to 
the club house boxes. “My bent back 
keeps me from being able to look up and 
see the poles from the ground level. so I 
come up here and look down on them.” 
he said. 

The 81-year-old trainer continued to 
talk about his pride and joy. “He’s never 
done anything mean in his life. I can’t 
get through my head where anybody got 
the idea he was rougish or ugly. All he 
wants to do is play. He’s always rubber- 
necking around. and is real smart about 
what he sees. These 3-mile gallops didn’t 
give him what you could really call a 
rest. and he was beginning to get a paunch. 
so I thought we might as well start. I 
don’t like them getting fat. Td much 
rather put the weight on a horse than 
take it off. And you should have a good 
heavy rider to develop the muscles in his 
back. like Billy. He’s heavy. and he’s 
also a horseman. 

“You know, this training must get very 
monotonous for a horse. I think it’s better 
to race them into shape and keep them 


Just galloping every day must 


that way. 
wear hard on him. He’s got to get bored, 


and that’s not good. I haven’t got any 
place else to take him but the race track— 
the same place every day. That can’t be 
good. Some years ago we could hack 
around in back of Oklahoma, but that’s all 
been built up now and there are other 
stables there.” 

By this time Nashua had completed 
his preliminary gallop around the track 
and was passing the stand. Going around 
the club house bend for the second time, 
Nashua paused slightly before breaking 
off slowly under McCleary’s restraint. The 
clip improved at the end of the back- 
stretch and into the turn. but there was 
no attempt at speed, just a nice smooth 
run. Heading into the stretch, Nashua 
kicked up a trail of dust with his band- 
aged hind legs and his booted fore feet. 
He was looking ahead, with his ears up, 
when he crossed the line. Mr. Fitz looked 
at his big watch and said, “Five-eighths 
in 13. Good enough. Just a bit better 
than a two-mirmutes lick. Well, that’s the 
start.” Pat O'BRIEN 


Rest for the Weary 


Greentree Stable’s Straight Face, one 
of the best runners from the 1950 crop of 
foals has been sent to Greentree Farm, 
Lexington, where he will be permanently 
retired. The gelding was never thorough- 
ly sound, and his condition was aggravated 
by numerous injuries incurred in racing. 

Straight Face, son of Count Fleet and 
the stakes winner Expression, by The 
Porter. accounted for the Breeders’ 
Futurity and the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes at 2. The next year he won the 
Flamingo Stakes. In 1954 he won the 
Dixie and Suburban Handicaps, and lost 
the Metropolitan Handicap by a neck after 
a memorable stretch duel with Native 
Dancer. This year he had placed in 2 
stakes, finishing second in the Edgemere 
and third in the Brooklyn Handicap. His 
record: 29 starts, 9 wins, $292,836 earned. 


ILLINOIS 


The Willies 


Cuicaco. Washington Park had “the 
Willies” (Hartack and Shoemaker) when 
its 1955 meeting opened on August 1. This 
situation is expected to continue for an- 
other 4 weeks at the Homewood track, 
where the nation’s top-ranking riders are 
engaged at close range in their contest for 
the 1955 jockey championship. 

At the end of Washington Park’s first 
week on August 6 Hartack had 235 win- 
ners, Shoemaker had 229. In 6 days at 
Washington Park Hartack led Shoemaker 
by 12 to 8. Another Willie, surnamed 
Cook, was third with 6 winners. 

There were numerous items of interest 
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during the first week at Washington Park. 
They included: 

The successful come-back of Happy Go 
Lucky (Haltal—Tetravalent, by *Gino), 
Harold G. Bockman’s 6-year-old horse. 

Calumet Farm’s one-two punch by 
Duke’s Lea and Miz Clementine in the 7- 
furlong Clang Handicap. 

Developments in connection with the 
forthcoming match race between Nashua 
and Swaps at Washington Park on August 
31. 

The downfall of previously undefeated 
Judy Rullah (122) in the Mademoiselle 
Stakes, won by her most persistent rival, 
Guard Rail (110). 

The facile victory of Harvey C. Frue- 
hauf’s Parador (110, Hartack) in the 
Sheridan Handicap, in which Dogoon was 
second, New Trend was third, and the 
favored Speed Rouser was fourth. In 
this race Jack Welch’s useful colt Money 
Weather broke a leg while making a strong 
move going into the turn. The track was 
muddy. 


Happy-Go-Unlucky 


Happy Go Lucky has been one of the 
more prominent tough-luck horses of re- 
cent years. Never a stakes winner, he has 
won 14 races in 5 season, earned $94.- 
835. At 2 he placed in the Joliet Stakes, 
Washington Park Futurity, and Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap. At 3 he was second in 
the Louisiana Derby, third in the Peabody 
Memorial. A nail prick kept him out of 
the Blue Grass Stakes. Although he 
missed important works, he started in the 
Kentucky Derby, finishing seventh to Hill 
Gail. At 4 he was second to Smoke Screen 
in the New Orleans Handicap, third to 
the Calumet pair, Mark-Ye-Well and Fleet 
Bird, in the Santa Anita Maturity. He 
won the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
Handicaps (non-stakes) at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds in 1952. 

Bred by Woodvale Farm, Happy Go 
Lucky was purchased at the 1950 Keene- 
land yearling sales for $3.000 by his 
present owner, a former Aurora, IIL, 
jeweler. Bockman quit the jewelry busi- 
ness some years ago to train his own 
horses. Time and again during the past 
2 years he had Happy Go Lucky up to a 
race, only to experience disappointment 
when something happened to the horse. 
Bockman himself suffered a broken hip 
in an accident at New Orleans last winter. 

After failing to win 5 starts in 1954 
and in 5 this year, Happy Go Lucky came 
out on August 5 for the 7-furlong Scapa 
Flow Purse. He closed fast in the final 
eighth, caught the Dixiana filly Blue 
Hawaii in the final stride to win by a head. 
His other victims included Mon Pharo, 
Fiddle, Breakers, Country Bumkin, Cosen- 
tina, and Romango. 


The Patient Hero 


Due to his presence at Washington 
Park while Nashua still is at Saratoga, 
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Swaps gets most of the local attention in 
matters pertaining to the match race of 
August 31. He is an anticipated starter 
for the American Derby (1,°; miles on 
the grass) on August 20. The Rex Ells- 
worth colt and his. trainer, Meshach 
Tenney, are an answer to a press-agent’s 
prayer. They literally stand for almost 
anything. The word “stand” is used 
advisedly. One of the best-mannered 3- 
year-olds which could be found, Swaps 
poses for photographers as expertly as 
if he had earned all his $328.950 that way. 

Swaps had his first feel of the local grass 
course in a slow gallop on August 2. Two 
days later the chestnut son of *Khaled— 
Iron Reward stepped five-eighths in :5925. 
which, as the press agents and ghost 
writers were quick to point out. was only 
a fifth of a second slower than the Ameri- 
can record for a grass course. 

Ben Lindheimer, impresario of the 
Swaps-Nashua contest, emphasized that 
there will be pari-mutuel wagering on the 
$100,000 winner-take-all event. It appears 
that some uninformed person had circu- 
lated a ridiculous report that it would be 
a betless race. Frank E. Burzow

O'Keeffe for Pondfield 


Sheldon B. Guren, secretary of Cleve- 
land Raceways, Inc., the organization 
which owns and operates ThistleDown 
and Cranwood race tracks near Cleveland, 
this week announced that the Raceways’ 
board of directors had named John O’- 
Keeffe general manager of Cranwood, and 
that the appointment would be effective 
immediately. Cranwood opens a 44-day 
meeting on September 9. 

O'Keeffe, who has been serving as 
public relations director for both Cran- 
wood and ThistleDown, will replace Louis 
Pondfield, who has served as general man- 
ager of both tracks since Cleveland Race- 
ways took over the operation of the 
tracks in 1953. 

Guren, a Cleveland attorney, said the 
board felt Pondfield’s other racing interests 
required too much of his time and con- 
flicted with his duties at Cleveland. (He 
also is general manager of Pimlico race 
track in Baltimore.) 

At Saratoga, Pondfield said, “I am still 
under contract with Cleveland Raceways 
to manage and operate ThistleDown and 
Cranwood. The statement of Cleveland

If there is any déubt as to which is best among 
the 3-year-old fillies, there is no doubt that the 
leader is owned by Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps’ 
Wheatley Stable, which has both High Voltage 
and Misty Morn. High Voltage appeared a 
cinch for the honor early in the year, racking up 
successive wins in the Acorn and Black Eyed 
Susan Stakes and the Coaching Club American 
and Delaware Oaks.

When High Voltage was set aside for a rest, 
Misty Morn picked up the mantle. She beat

Blue Sparkler showed her usual early speed, 
and by the time the field had reached the back- 
stretch she was 5 lengths in front.

restraint by Eddie Arcaro until midway of the 
backstretch, where she quickly closed the gap. 


She drew even on the far turn, but Blue Sparkler 
was in no mood to quit. They ran together around 
the turn and through the stretch, Misty Morn 


keeping a slight advantage and winning by a 
neck. 
*Soya was close for 4 furlongs, then broke 


down. Dr. William S. Miller, Monmouth Park 
veterinarian, said the French-bred filly had pulled 
loose both the suspensory ligaments in her right 
fore leg. 

The win raised Misty Morn’s earnings to $116,-

He is out of No Ma’am, a Menow 
mare which Fruehauf claimed for $2.500 on March 
21, 1951, at Gulfstream Park and sent immediate- 
ly to Lexington, where she was bred to Errard.

Last year Parador won 2 of 12 races, finished 
third in the Hyde Park and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, and was assigned 112 pounds in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap, above such performers 
as Swaps.

Held in second place 
behind a slow early pace. he moved out in 
the straight and won easily by a length 
from Point Gamma (Goyama—P erle 
Negre. by Gris Perle). a good winner be- 
fore he ran unplaced in the Derby and 
Prix du Jockey Club. Third was Rosati 
(Wild Risk—Rosamee, by *Adaris). and 
fourth was Bryn, which had finished sixth 
in the Derby at Epsom. 


The Goodwood Meeting 


In England the center of the stage was 
held by the meeting at “glorious Good- 
wood.” where the weather was fine and 
the starters numerous. 

In the 114-mile Nassau Stakes the Oaks 
third and Ribblesdale Stakes second Reel 
In (Jock Scot—Millstream. by Mieuxce) 
paid another tribute to the Oaks winner 
Meld when she won by a neck from Lord 
Astor’s American-bred Dark Helen (Black 
Tarquin—Helen of Paris, by *Blenheim 


II). which had won her last 2 previous 
starts. 

Odds-on favorite for the Gordon Stakes 
of 18, miles and 200 yards was Miss Doro- 
thy Paget’s Nucleus (Nimbus—Angelus. 
by Blandford). but he appeared to dis- 
like the hard going. After taking the lead 
3 furlongs out he showed no heart at the 
finish and was second, beaten 4 lengths 
by the gelding Manati (Nimbus — Hot 
Spell. by Umidwar). Four other 3-year- 
olds ran. 


Three-year-olds triumphed twice in en- 
counters with older horses. In the Warren 
Stakes. 1%, miles and 200 yards. the 
French-bred Alibi IT (Owen Tudor—Alix. 
by Brantome) won by a head from the 
French-bred 4-year-old Altivo (Tresor—- 
Argentina II, by Ginger Ale). In the 5- 
furlong King George Stakes the 3-year- 
olds Democratic. Royal Palm, and Ginger 
Quill teok all the money, with the 2 older 
runners unplaced. Democratic (Denturius 
—Light Fantasy. by Signal Light). re- 
ceiving 14 pounds from Royal Palm. won 
by three-quarters of a length and set a 
new course record of 58 seconds. The 
results underlined the excellence of Pappa 
Fourway in giving Democratic 14 pounds 
and beating him by 2 lengths in the 
King’s Stand Stakes at Ascot. 

The Goodwood Cup, about 25g miles, 
found 3 horses contesting the lead in the 
last quarter-mile and drawing out some 
25 lengths ahead of the others. Jeremy 


Tree’s 4-year-old Double Bore (Borealis— 
Borobella. by Bois Roussel) won by a 
length and a half from the 1954 Ascot 
Gold Cup winner Elpenor. Third, a length 
back. was the 6-year-old Blarney Stone, 
winner of the Goodwood Cup last year. 
Double Bore had won the Sandringham 
Stakes. Commonwealth Stakes. and New- 
market St. Leger at 3. and the Newton 
Cup Handicap and Sunninghill Park 
Stakes this year. 

The 2°%.-mile Goodwood Stakes fell to 
the 8-year-old gelding French Design 
(Coup de Lyon—Costume. by Sir Cosmo), 
which became the third horse to win this 
handicap twice. 

A head and neck separated the first 3 
in the 1144-mile Chesterfield Cup. The 4- 
year-old filly Royal Maid (River Prince— 
My Ladye Fayre. by Fairhaven), with 
bottom weight of 101 pounds, prevented 
the 5-year-old Prefect from winning the 
race a second time. Coronation Boy, a 
4-year-old by *Nasrullah. was third, Al- 
penhorn fourth. 

The 4-year-old King Bruce (Fair Trial— 
Spider’s Web, by Bois Roussel) equaled 
the course record of 1:1125 in winning 
the 6-furlong Stewards’ Cup under 123 
pounds. Second, beaten a head, was the 
5-year-old Roman Vale (114), a *Watling 
Street gelding which had made the pace. 

Results of recent 2-year-old races in 
Great Britain and France will be consid- 
ered after the Gimcrack Stakes and Prix 
Morny.

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EARLY-CLOSING STAKES 


The second part of a 2-part article 


When early closing is added to the con- 
ditions of a stakes. it introduces an ele- 
ment of expense and of pure gambling in 
a sport which is noted neither for being 
inexpensive nor for being free of hazard. 
To make one of 700 nominations is to 
make a bet against odds of 700 to 1. To 
make 10 such bets. as the larger stables are 
apt to do, is to make a 10-times-larger bet 
at odds of 70 to 1. Racing stables have 
to be run as businesses today if only to 
satisfy the Government and so owners can 
derive such tax benefits as there may be. 
Can betting at odds of 700 to 1 or 70 to 1 
be considered good business practice ? 

Even if gross purses were smaller. how 
much better it would be if all foals. yvear- 
lings. 2-vear-olds. or whatever. were auto- 
matically eligible for all stakes up to with- 
in a few months of the dates they are run. 
And if gross purses were smaller. what of 
i? Owners would be spared the neces- 
sity of racing for their own money except. 
of course. for nomination. entry box. and 


starting fees—which are no small item in 
themselves. 

When you realize that each early-closing 
stakes has a nomination date and perhaps 
several eligibility payment dates. and if 
you can take in without making your head 
swim the fact that almost all breeders 
and many stable owners have to think of 
each stakes in terms of several horses. the 
enormity of the work and expense involved 
becomes apparent. 

What sport other than Thoroughbred 
racing could survive so much unnecessary 
work and expense? What other sport 
could introduce such obstacles to the 
achieving of representative fields and get 
away with it? I am glad that my eligibil- 
ity to play in tennis and golf tournaments 
lias not been dependent upon my entry in 
those events as a child or on the entry of 
my Mother in them prior to my birth. 


There are Hazards A-Plenty 


One can hardly think of a better way to 
insure a limited entry of inferior horses 
at the time of the race than the require- 
ment that the dams must be nominated 
and a series of payments kept up through 
the lives of the foals as they go through 
the weanling and yearling stages and the 
breaking and training. including possibly 
shipping across the country so that they 
can be at Belmont Park on the days of the 
Futurity and Matron or at Pimlico on the 
day of the Futurity. The same difficalties 
put in the way of colts and_ fillies 
which finally run in the Breeders Fu- 
turity and Alcibiades Stakes at Keeneland. 
The rigors of growing up and_ training 
will keep quite enough young horses out of 
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these races without the artificial require- 
ment of prenatal nominations. 

There are always enough vicissitudes in 
racing to prevent any good horse from 
showing its worth without introducing 
the additional hazard that an harassed 
owner may fail to make a payment. What 
have nomination fees and eligibility pay- 
ments years or months ahead of a race to 
do with the relative merits of horses? The 
owners, the trainers. and the public want to 
know which really are the best horses at 
a given time. Almost invariably some of 
the better horses have not been nominated 
er not kept eligible. and so hardly any 
race is a fair test. 

I grant that in theory every horse could 
be nominated and kept eligible to every 
race. but 1 submit that it would be grossly

unfair to owners and breeders to require 
it. No owner has the time. the money. or 
the inclination to enter all his mares in 
foal. his foals or his yearlings. as the case 
may be. in every early-closing stakes in the 
United States. 

The Proposed Solution 


Paul Ebelhardt’s study. and I commend 
him for it. paints a fine portrait of the 
Dragon among horses early-closing stakes 
have turned out to be. But instead of 
slaying the Dragon. St. Paul merely sug- 
gests feeding it twice a year. He recom- 
mends having the multitudinous early-clos- 
ing stakes close either March 1 or October 
1 and suggests that those be the dates for 
all eligibility payments. Granted Paul's 
suggested solution would make it easier 
to keep track of eariy-closing stakes. it has 
the disadvantage of perpetuating them. and 
it would require that breeding farms and 
racing stables be very well financed in- 
deed to make all the payments on only 2 
dates each year. 

I would like to suggest instead that all 
early-closing stakes be changed to late- 
closing stakes. That. I think. would be by 


too 


solution: 


far the best but if it is 
radical. then let every race track limit 
itself to an absolute maximum of 2 early- 
closing events. preferably for 2-vear-olds 
only. and let them decide which are the 
ones most nearly deserving of retention. 

When track officials try to determine 
what early-closing stakes. if any. to keep. 
let them look at the great races of the 
country and see if they can find any 
early-closing stakes one would rather win 
than the late-closing stakes. As an owne: 
wouldn't you rather win the Kentucky 
Derby than any American race you can 
think of. with the possible exception ot 
the Belmont. which is almost a late-closing 
event now and could easily be made one? 
The Kentucky Derby closes 2's months 
before it is run. Would you not just as 
soon win the Santa Anita Handicap or the 
Hollywood Gold Cup. which are late-clos- 
ing stakes. as any of the Arlington Park 
events which are early-closing stakes? 

Mention of the Hollywood Gold Cup 
brings up a point the tracks might well 
consider when and if they review. their 
early-closing stakes. Hollywood Park is 
probably the most successful race track in 
the country from the standpoint of attend- 
ance. purses paid. and profits. And that 
enlightened track doesn’t infliet one soli- 
tary early-closing stakes on the owners 
who race there. Mr. Maluvius. Hollywood 
Park's racing secretary. has assured me 
he doesn’t approve of them. and certainly 
he has shown that a track can get along 
very well without them. 


Gain for the Tracks 


If I started out to make this a plea on 
behalf of breeders and owners. I 
make it equally for race tracks and for 
racing itself. We have rarely had a sea- 
son’s racing in which tracks have had a 
harder time putting on exciting. interest- 
ing races or in avoiding what have been 
virtually walk-overs or exhibitions. I sus- 
pect it would have been a difficult year 
anyway and that the early closing of stakes 
has not been entirely to blame. But it 
does seem obvious that. were fields got 
together by invitation or by entries put off 
to the last possible minute. we might 
have had better races. 

It seems to me the tracks. purely in their 
own interest and for the sake of better 
racing. even without regard to the con- 
venience of owners. should give very se- 
rious thought to everything that might be 
done to have better fields in important 
stakes. One can’t blame either Belmont 
Park or Rex Ellsworth that Swaps wasn’t 
in the Belmont Stakes. But what a_ pity 
that he wasn't! 

Looking ahead to even faster air freight 
than is now available. the tuture appears 
very bright and there seems no reason 
why any important race should not draw 
on the entire country for a field of repre- 
sentative horses. The only thing to pre- 
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vent one great race after another all over 
the country would be the perpetuation in 
stakes of the early-closing feature. I know 
breeders and owners can’t afford the lux- 
ury—I don’t think race tracks can afford 
to keep up the practice against the best 
interests of owners. breeders. and the 
tracks themselves—and if racing is to sur- 
vive and grow as a spectator sport. it can’t 
much longer put up with an outmoded 
custom which tends to keep the best 
horses out of the best races. 


If It Comes to a Vote— 


If this problem is to be put to a vote. 
I would like to suggest that the ballot or 
questionnaire be submitted only to the in- 
dividuals concerned—the owners of stakes- 
class horses. the breeders of stakes-class 
horses. and the buyers of stakes-class vear- 
lings. Those 3 minority groups make the 
payments and do the work involved. and 
it. as I believe. they don’t want early-clos- 
ing stakes. they shouldn't have to have 
them. It shouldn't be possible for them 
to be outvoeted by other groups in racing 
who do not share the problem and may not 
fully understand it. 
should be those best qualified to vote on 
early-closing stakes from the track’s side 
of the question. 

I have no doubt the HBPA. the TRA. 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, and other such or- 
ganizations could comb their memberships 
and, aided by records of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company and the Breeders’ Sale Company 
as to yearling buyers. come up with a 
list of several hundred individuals compe- 
tent to vote on whether to retain all 36 
early-closing stakes, whether to change 
some of them, or whether to change all of 
them to late-closing stakes.

As a horse owner and/or breeder, which 
gives you more pleasure—uwriting checks 
and filling out forms or going to the 
races? 

Which kind of a horse race do you 
enjoy more—one with a truly representa- 
tive field including all the best horses, or 
one for which the best horses may not be 
eligible? 

What kind of a purse do you prefer to 
win—one most of which has been put up 
by horse owners, including yourself, or 
one in which the track has put up most 
of the money? 


As an owner and/or breeder, how long 
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before a race do you consider that a 
nomination ceases to be pure speculation 
and becomes a reasonable stable invest- 
ment? Check one: 1 week—, 1 month—, 
3 months—, 6 months—, 1 year—, 2 
years—, 3 years—, before the foal is 
born—. 

As a horse owner and breeder, does time 
hang so heavily on your hands that you 
the clerical work involved in 
nominating for early-closing stakes and 
keeping up eligibility payments?

a crack that the racing strip is not right 
can’t go by without a reply. 

More time and money are put into the 
preparation and maintaining of a safe 
racing strip than in any phase of a race 
track’s operation. It would take far too 
much space to go into the meticulous work 
on the Hollywood Park track and the 
composition of the soil which gives it a 
bounce despite its uniform  2%4-inch 
cushion. So for an answer to Bob’s re- 
mark that “It was probably the poorest 
track Hollywood Park has had in years.” 
I would like only to refer you to such 
training folk as Mish Tenney. Bill Molter. 
Buddy Hirsch, Bill Winfrey. Allen Drum- 
heller, Bill Finnegan. and Charlie Whit- 
tingham and such riding folk as Bill 
Shoemaker. Johnny Longden. and Ray 
York, all of whom have been particularly 
high in praise of the condition of our 
racing strip during the past season. 

For an interesting comparison of opin- 
ions on the track. let’s quote a few lines 
recently written by Maurice Bernard, who 
is now covering the Del Mar races for 
the L. A. Examiner. During the Holly- 
wood Park meeting Bernard and Hebert. 
who covers for the Los Angeles Mirror, 
sit alongside of each other in the press 
box and watch the races together—8 of 
‘em a day for 53 days. 

In his story on the victory of Week-End 
July 31 at Del Mar. Bernard wrote: 


“It was Week-End’s second straight 
score, having won her last outing in 


1:0935 against fillies of her own age at 
Hollywood Park, and today she picked up 
six pounds.” (Week-End had won that 
day in 1:0945 at Del Mar). 

“There are other indications such as 
this that Del Mar is just about as fast a 
track as Hollywood Park. and that the fast 
horses might have been more responsible 
for the breaking of so many Hollywood 
Park records than the speed of the racing 
surface. 

“Turn the same horses loose at Del 
Mar and we probably would have another 
complete new set of track records. There 
were stand-outs in every division at Holly- 
wood Park, such as Swaps. Bold Bazooka, 
Miss Todd and the handicap stars. Deter- 
mine, Alidon. Mister Gus and Rejected. 
Also, the cup horse. Social Outcast.” 

That’s how another racing expert, look- 
ing at the same track and the same 
horses, saw it from a point just 3 feet 
away.... 

This may seem like a lot of words to 
use to reply to an off-hand remark made 
in your magazine, but because we race dur- 
ing the bone-dry season of the year and 
our racing strip has developed bounce 
without any loss to the factor of safety. 
we who represent Hollywood Park on 
numerous trips to other parts of the coun- 
try frequently run into prejudices against 
it by those who have never raced there 
just because they have heard that it is fast. 

For the world’s biggest purses we are 


going to continue to try to attract the 
world’s best horses. We know that all 
we have to do to sell the owner of a 
champion on our racing strip is to let 
him try it out. “Just ask the man who's 
raced there!”
